Recent operations on the .Gallipoli 
peninsula have enabled British troo 
to extend materially the area in their 
possession, and to connect their. lines 
along a front of more than 12 miles, 
according, to an official statement is- 
sued recently. 

The statement indicates also that 
additional troops have been landed on 
the peninsula, although no details are 
given on this point, and it is stated 
simply that “further reinforcements 
have arrived.” It is stated that the 
losses have been very heavy, but that 
the Turks suffered more severely than 
the British.

Those who advo- 
cate the “Made-in-Canada” policy say 
to Canadian buyers: ‘Before you pur- 
chase an imported article see if you 
can’ find a similar Canadian article 
which ‘would suit you. You will prob- 
ably find it and you will find prob- 
ebly, too, that the quality and price 
compare favorably - with the quality 
and price of the imported article. If 
you should discover in some cases 
that the Canadian article is not quite 
80 good or quite so cheap as’ the im- 
ported article, ask yourself if your 
patronage will help in time to bring 
about. a state of affairs where the 
Canadian article would be equal or 
superior to the imported article. Pos- 
sibly, in view of the present extra- 
ordinary. _situation,..you_.might. con- 
cede a little in favor of the Canadian 
article, but we donot ask you to make 
any considerable sacrifice to do so. 
If thousands of Canadian buyers fol- 
low this pplicy, Canadian goods can 
be produced in such great quantities 
that their quality can be improved and 
their price lowered, Canadian raw 
material will be utilized, employment 
will be furnished at home, and our 
foreign obligations will’ be reduced”

Warns its Owner Against Sending it 
Away—Pleads to be Kept at Home
